4. Advance to tcmpoiary employees.—-An advance may be 
granted to an employee for the purchase of a conveyance 
who is not confirmed, but, if it is certified by his Head of 
Department that he is likely, in due course, to be absorbed 
in a permanent cadre Linder the Board, provided that the 
said employee furnished along with his application a surety 
bond in the torm prescribed in AnnexureT to these Regula¬ 
tions from an employee holding a substantive appointment 
under the Board and having a Status comparable to or higher 
than that of the employee who applies f«r the advance, 

5. Advance not. to be granted to employee under suspen¬ 
sion.—Not withstanding anything contained in regulation 6, 
an advance for the purchase of a conveyance shall not oe 
granted to an employee who is under suspension and, if a* 
advance has already been sanctioned to him before lie was 
placed under suspension, the payment of such advance shall 
not be made to him during the period of his suspension.

G.S.R. .—In exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 

tion 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the 
Board of Trustees of the Port of Visakhapatnam herebv 
makes the following Regulations • 

1. Short title and commencement.—These Regulations may 
be called the Visakhapatnam Port Employees (Grant of Ad¬ 
vances for purchase of conveyances) Regulations, 1993. 

They shall come into effect from the date of publication 
in the Official Gazette. 


6. Conditions of Eligibility.—(1) An employee may be 
granted an advance for the purchase of a conveyance If his 
duties involve travelling and if the authority competent to 
sanction the advance is satisfied that the possession of a con¬ 
veyance would he usefdl to the employee in the discharge of 
his official duties and that the employee has the capacity to 
repay the advance and maintain the conveyance in good run¬ 
ning condition. 

(2) The advance for the purchase of a motor car shall be 
granted to those employees holding Class-I post whose basic 
pav is in the scale the maximum of which is Rs. 4230 per 
month or more. The advance for purchase of Motor Cycle/ 
Scooter and moped shall be granted to all the employees. 
The. authority competent to sanction this advance may, how¬ 
ever, relax thb condition in deserving cases. 


2. Definitions.—In these Regulations, unless the context 
otherwise requires:— 

(a) “Accounts Officers” means the Financial Adviser and 

Chief Accounts Officer of the Visakhapatnam Port 

Trust 

(b) “Board”, Chairman”, “Deputy Chairman” and "Head 
of Department" shall have the same meanings a» 
assigned to them respectively in the Major Port 
Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963). 

(c) “Class-I post” shall mean any of the following: 

(a) All posts of Heads of Departments. 

(b) All posts carrying pay or scale of pay (excluding 
of allowances), the maximum of which is Rs. 4,230 
per month or more, 

(c) Any other posts not covered by (a) and (b) above 

especially declared to be Class-I posts bv the 
Board. 

(d) “Conveyance” means Motor Cars, Motor Cycle 1 , 
Scooter, Moped and Bicycle. 

(e) “Pay” means the amount as defined in rule 9(21)(a) 

of the Fundamental Rules drawn monthly by an 
employee excluding allowances and any other emolu¬ 
ments specially classified as pay bv the Visakhapat¬ 
nam Port Trust for the purpose of this rule. 

If) “Employee” means an employee of (he Board. 

3. Extent of Application.—(1) All Employees appointed 
to the services or posts, under the Board shall be eligible to 
an advance under these Regulations. 

(2) These Regulations shall not apply to :— 

(a) Persons in Casual or Part-time employment. 

(b) Persons on deputation from the Central or a State 

Government or any other source; 

(c) Persons employed on contract except when the con¬ 

tract provide otherwise ; 

(d 1 Temporary employees who do not substantively hold 
an appointment under the Board except as provided 
for under Regulation 4, 


(3) At? advance for the purchase of n conveyance shall 
not be granted to an employee who has already purchased 
the conveyance and paid for it. unless it had been purchased 
within a period of three months commencing from the date 
of the advance was applied for, and has been paid for by 
raising a temporary loan. 

(4) An advance for the purchase of a conveyance shall 
not, except as provided in regulation 19. be sanctioned unless 
the outstanding balance in respect of an advance previously- 
granted for the same purpose, together with interest thereon, 
has been fully repaid. 

f5) A fresh advance shall not be granted within five years 
from the date of the grant of the previous sanction except 
with the special sanction of the Board. 

(6) A fresh advance may be granted within five vears 
from the date of the grant of the previous advance, without 
the special sanction of the Board, in case the previous 
advance was for the purchase of n Motor Cycle. Scooter 
etc., but the employee desires to draw a fresh advance for 
the purchase of a Motor Car and the previous advance with 
interest thereon has been fully repaid. 

7. Powers of sanction,—An advance may he sanctioned 
for the purchase of a conveyance in accordance with the 
provisions of these regulations :— 

la) In the case of an employee holding a Class T Post, 
by the Chairman: 

(b) Tn any other case, by the Dy. Chairman. 

8. Amount advance.—Motor Car: The total amount 

of advance which may be granted to an employee for the 
purchase nf a Motor Car for the first occasion shall not 
exceed eighty thousand rupees, ot thirty five months basic 
nav of the employee or the anticipated price of the Motor 
Tar. whichever is the least. Tf the actnal price of the Motor 
Car paid by the employee Is less than the amount of advance, 
he shall refund the balance to the Board forthwith. 

9. The quantum of advance that may be granted on the 
second or subsequent occasions for the purchase (> f a Motor 
Car shall be restricted to Rs. 80 000 fRupos eighty thousand 
only) less the profit earned on the stile of the Previous car 
purchased with advance or thirty five months basic pay of 
the employee on the price of Motor Car to be purchased 
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whichever is the least. The expression "Profit” used in this 
regulation means the excess ot the sale proceeds of the 
previous Car purchased with advance taken from Port Trust 
over the purchase price paid by the employee. 

Such second or subsequent advances for the purchase of a 
Motor Car will be admissible only after four yenrs, reckoned 
frqpi the date of draw a I oi the last advance, lvavc lapsed. 

Provided that this restriction of 4 years shall not apply in 
the following cases : 

fa) Where an advance had been, allowed earlier for the 
purchase of a Motor Cycle but it is desired to draw 
the advance for the purchase of Motor C'ar. 

(b) Where an employee disposes of his Motor Car in 
India prior to his posting abroad or deputation/ 
training abroad lasting more than one year and 
returns to India without a Motor Car. 

fc) Where an employee is appointed to a regular post 
abroad and does not take his Motor Car along with 
him. 

An employee holding regular post or on training/deputa¬ 
tion abroad for period exceeding ono year who is otherwise 
eligible for the grant of Motor Car advance under these 
regulations mav be granted an advance admissible to him 
in the above sub-regulations in two instalments first at the 
time of purchase of the car abroad and the second at the 
time of payment of customs duty on the car brought in 
India on completion of his tenure. 

(21 Motor Cycle etc.: 

First advance for the purchase of Motor Cycle/ Scooter/ 
Moped shall not exceed Rs. 13,000 (Rupees thirteen thousand 
only) or ten months pay of the employee or the anticipated 
price of the Motor Cycle/Scooler/Moped to he purchased, 
whichever is the least. 

Second or subsequent advance for the purchase of a Motor 
Cycle/Scooter/Moped shall not exceed Rs. 13,000 (Rupees 
thirteen thousand only) less the profit earned on sale of the 
Motor Cvcle/Scooter/Moped purchased on Board's loan or 
ten months pay of the employee or anticipated price of 
the Motor Cycle/Scooter/Moped to be purchased whichever 
is the least, Tf the actual price of the conveyance, paid by 
the employee is less than the amount of advance, he shall 
refund the balance to the Board forthwith. 

NOTE,—In this Regulation the expression 'actual price’ 
includes sales tax and the cost of such items, e.g., spare wheel, 
tyre nnd n tubes or a pillion seat in a scooter, on the pur¬ 
chase ol r hich ihe purchaser lias no choice. It does not, 
however, rover (ho cost of certain accessories, e.g. radio 
in a Ca.’ plastic covers, which are not essential and are 
purchased by the customer of his own volition, insurance 
and registration charges of the vehicles are also not included 
in ‘actual price'. 

NOTE 2.—The expression 'actual price’ used in this Re¬ 
gulation shall also cover in the case of first purchase, the 
following items :— 

(i) The cost of transportation of the Conveyance upto 

the place of the duty of employee concerned at 
the time of purchase irrespective of whether the 
transport is arranged by the distributors or bv the 
emplovee himself; and 

(ii) The octroi charges if any actually paid. 

10. Interest-—Simple interest at the rates fixed by the 
Central Government from time to time in respect of advances 
made by it to Government servants for the purchase of 
conveyance shall be charged on advances granted to emp¬ 
loyee for the purchase of conveyance, under these Regulations, 
Such interest shall be calculated on the balance outstanding 
on the last day of each month. 

NOTE.—If in any particular case an advance is drawn 
in more than one instalment the rate of interest recoverable 
should be determined with reference to tho date on which 
the first instalment is drawn. 


11. Term of Application, for Advance.—Application for 
advance for the purchase of a conveyance shall be made 
in the form prescribed in Annexure-II to these Regulations. 

12. Recovery of Advance.—<1) The amount of advance 
granted to an employee shall be recovered from him in such 
number or equal monthly instalments as he may elect, but 
such number shall not be more than 150 if the advance is 
granted for the purchase of a Motor Car and shall not be 
more than 100, if the advance is granted for the purchase 
of Motor Cycle, etc. it shall be open to the emplyoee to 
repay the amount in a shorter period, if they so desire. 

(2) Hach instalment an account of repayment of an advance 
except the last one shall be a number of whole Rupees, 
the amount of last instalment being raised or lowered; if neces¬ 
sary to admit of fixation of such instalment and recovery of 
the balance including any fraction of a rupee. 

(3) The authority competent to sanction an advance may, 
in exceptional cases, vary the amount of monthly instalments 
provided that the whole amount of advance is completely 
recovered in the number of instalments not exceeding that 
initially fixed for repayment of the advance. 

(4) The recovery of the amount of advance shall commence 
v\ith the first issue of pay, leave salary or subsistance allow¬ 
ance as the case may be, after the advance is drawn. 

13. Recovery of Interest.— (1) Tho amount of interest 
calculated under Regulation 9 shall be recovered In the mini¬ 
mum number of monthly instalments, the amount of each such 
instalment being not more than the amount of the instalment 
fixed under Regulation II. 

(2) The recovery of interest shall commence from the 
month immediately followed that in which the repayment 
of the advance for the purchase of a conveyance is completed- 

14. Sale of Transfer.—Except with the prior permission 
of the authority competent to sanction an advance an emp¬ 
loyee shall not sell or transfer tho conveyance so long as the 
amount of advance together with interest on such amount is 
not completely repaid. 

1 < . Advance to be refunded if the conveyance is not pur¬ 
chased within one month.—Unless an employee who is sanc¬ 
tioned an advance for the purchase of a conveyance completes 
the purchase of and pays for, the conveyance within one 
month from the date on which he draws the advance, he 
shall refund to the Board forthwith the full amount of the 
advance together with interest on that amount for one month. 

NOTE 1.—The sanctioning authority ns specified in Regu¬ 
lation 7 mav. in exceptional cases, extend the period of one 
month prescribed in this regulation to two months. 

NOTE 2.—Where an employee refunds the full amount 
of the advance before the end of the month in which the 
payment of the advance was made to him. the interest may 
be recovered for the actual period the advance was retained 
bv the employee. 

16. Agreement and mortgage Bond : \ Employee shall 
before the mvment E made to .him of the advance sanctioned 
for the purpose of purchasing a conveyance, execute an 
agreement in the form prescribed in Annexure-TTT to these 
Regulations, if the advance is granted to him under Sub- 
Regulation (1). of Regulation 6 or in the form prescribed in 
Annexnre-TV to ihe«e Regulations, if the advance is granted 
<n h'm Under Sub-Regulation (31 of Regulation 6. Immedia¬ 
tely on completing, but not leter than one month from the 
date of the nm-hase of a conveyance he shall also execute a 
moronic.- bond tc tho form prescribed in Annexitre-V and or 
Annevnre VT r i lc case may be. to these Rgulations. hvpo- 

■»,, motor Gar. or Motor Cycle etc. to the Board 
as becurl y for th- advance. 

17. Advance with interest to be refunded forthwith when 
mortgage bond is not executed in time :—The failure to exo- 

C"te mortv.ee bond time will render the emplovee w ho him 

' 'ken the advance liable to refund forthwith the whole of 
the .mount of advance with interest accrued unless pood 
and sufficient reason is shown to the contrary and the autho- 
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rity competent to sanction an advance extends the period 
prescribed in this regard. 

18. Condition for grant of a second or subseqeunt advance 
before the earlier advance and interest has been repaid :— 
When an employee is permitted, by the authority competent 
to sanction an advance, to sell a conveyance, before the 
amount of advance and the interest thereon is fully repaid, 
in order to purchase another conveyance, that authority 
may, if the sale proceeds of the previous conveyance arc not 
sufficient to purchase another, sanction a second advance to 
the employee subject to the following conditions 

ta) The entire sale proceeds of the previous conveyance 
shall be applied towards the purchase of the newly 
purchased conveyance; 

(b) the amount of advance that may be granted on a 

second or subsequent occasion for the purchase of 
a Motor Car shall be equal to the difference bet¬ 
ween the price of the Vehicle to be purchased and 
the sale proceeds left over with the employee after 
the repayment of earlier outstanding advance, inclu¬ 
ding interest, subject to the following ceiling :— 

Rs. 80,000 (Rupeos eighty thousand only) less the 
profit earned on the sale of the motor car pur¬ 
chased on Boards loan, or twenty months pay 
of the employee of the price of the motor car 
to be purchased whichever is the Igast: 

Provided further that the amount of advance that may 
be granted on the second on subsequent occasion 
for the purchase of a Motor Cycle[Scooler|Moped, 
shall be equal to the difference between Ihe price 
of the vehicle to be purchased and the sale pro¬ 
ceeds left over with the employee after the repay¬ 
ment of the earlier outstanding advance, including 
interest, subject to the following ceiling ;— 

Rs. 13,0001- (Rupees thirteen thousand only) less 
the profit earned o:i the saie of the Motor 
Cycle|Scooter]Moped purchased on Board’s 
loan or ten months pay of the employee or 
anticipated price of the Motor Cycle[Scootorl 
Moped, whichever is the least. 

(c) The recovery of the advance shall continue to be 
made within the same number of instalments pre¬ 
viously fixed; 

(d) The newly purchased Motor Carl Motor Cycle etc. 
shall be insured and mortgaged tc the Board; 

(e) A fresh Mortgage bond shall be executed in favour 

of the Board for the revised amount due and not 
for the amount originally advanced. 

19. Restrictions in case of employee due to retire within 
maximum period prescribed for payment :—Jf any advance 
Is granted to an employee who is due to retire within the 
maximum period prescribed for its repayment under Regu¬ 
lation 11, the number of instalments shall be so regulated 
that the repayment of advance with Interest, if arty, is com¬ 
pleted before retirement, or termination of service, as the 
case may be. 

20. Date of drawal of Advance :—fa) The date of the 
employee taking the payment accepting cheque from the 
Accounts Department shall be deemed to be the date 1 of 
drawal of an advance for the undermentioned purposes 

(i) Recovery of first instalment towards repayment of 
the advance [vide Sub-Regulation (4) of Regulation 
(II)]. 

(ii) Completion of the negotiations and purchase of the 
Motor Car or Motor Cycle etc. (vide Regulation 

14). 
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(iii) Calculation of interest (vide Reg. 9). 

(b) An employee who is on leave in India and for whom 
an advance has been sanctioned will not be allowed to draw 
the advance earlier than one month before the date of 
expiry of leave. 

21. Detailed accounts of individual Advances :—The Ac¬ 
counts Officer shall maintain detailed accounts of individual 
advance, watch their recovery and see that the conditions 
attached to each advance are fulfilled. 

22. Custody and disposal of mortgage Bond : -The mortgage 
bond shall be kept in the safe custody of the Accounts 
Officer. On repayment of the advance in full together with 
the interest due thereon, the Accounts Officer shall make an 
endorsement lo (hat effect on the bond and return the same 
to the employee through the concerned departments, 

23. Advance for purchase of it Bycycle (1) Any em¬ 
ployee, may be granted an advance for the purchase of a 
hicycle, on an application in Annexure-VUI. 

Provided that : 

(i) The amount of such advance shall not exceed 
Rs. 700 (Rupees seven hundred only) for the 
purchase of a new bicycle and Rs. 400|- for the 
purchase of a second hand bicycle as (he case may 
be and shall be restricted to the anticipated price 
inclusive of sales tax, of the said bicycle. If the 
actual price of the bicycle paid by the employee is 
less than the amount of the advance sanctioned, 
he shall, refund the balance lo the Board forthwith. 

(ii) The amount of such advance shall be recovered in 
the manner prescribed in Regulation 12 in equal 
monthly instalments not exceeding 25. 

(iii) The amount of interest calcitlatcd under Regulation 
10 shall be recovered in the manner prescribed in 
Regulation 13. 

(2) If an employee without a substantive appointment, 
is granted an advance for the purchase of a bicycle, but 
ceases to be in Board’s service before the amount of the 
advance and the interest thereon is completely, repaid, the 
balance shall, to the extent possible, be adjusted against the 
pay and allowances due to the employee. Any amount, hs 
then remains unpaid, shall be recovered forthwith from the 
Surety, if any. 


24. Interpretation :—If any question arises, relating to the 
interpretation of these regulations, it shall be referred to the 
Hoard who shall decide the same. 


25. Repeal and Savings :■ —(1) On the commencement of 
these regulations, overv rule, regulation, resolution or order 
in force immediately before such commencement shall, in so 
far as it provides for any of the matter contained in these 
Regulations, cease to operate. 

(2) Notwithstanding such condition of operation anything 
done oi- any action taken under any previous rule regulation 
resolution or order shall be deemed to have been done or 
taken under the corresponding provisions of these regulations. 

26. Central Government Rules orders to be followed ( n ap¬ 
plication of these Regulations In applying the foregoing 
regulations and in respect of matters not dealt with in these 
regulations, the General Financial Rules of the Central 
Government and the instructlons|orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time, shall be followed in so far 
as they are not in consistent with the provision, of these re¬ 
gulations subject to such exceptions and modifications as 
the Board may from time to time determine.
